LODGE IN DOW'S BLOCK—INTERESTING 


CEREMONIES—GRAND BANQUET, 


The ele new rooms of Crystal 
Fount Lodge, No. 9 LO. O. F., in the 
Dow Block, were impressively dedicated 
to the uses of Odd Fellowship last Friday

Early in the afternoon the beautiful 
rooms of the Lodge, occupying the entire 
upper story of the building, were thrown 
open to the inspection of the wives and 
fmnends of the members, about 200 of 
whom availed themselves of the oppor 
tunity thus afforded. The universal ex 
pressions of praise heard on all sides for 
the excellent taste displayed in the selec 
tion of furniture, the happy blending of 
| colors in the carpets, draperies, &c., com- 
bined with the prevailing cream brown 
of the walls and the sky blue 
ceilings, was exceedingly gratifying to 
the members and highly complimentary 
to the various committees having charge 
of them, composed of the following named 
gentlemen: Albert P. Barrett, chairman;

The following is a full deseription of 
the suite The Lodge room and = other 
apartments used by the lodge are in the 
fourth story of the building, to 
them being by broad and well-lighted 
| hallways. The suite consists of a kitchen, 
pantry and banquet hall, the latter 
30x44, about sixteen-foot posted, and fin 
}ished in ash and walls painted in a light 
color. The kitchen is furnished with a 
large gas stove, thus avoiding all outlay 
for wood and coal. Crockery sullicient 
for 150 has been purchased, ‘The banquet 
hall will seat 150. Tables and fixtures 
have been provided so that all suppers 
} can be easily served. Adjoming the ban 
quet hall, and connected by large open 
ings, ut which are hung tasty portieres, 
is the ladies’ parlor, most exquisitely 
furnished, and from the windows is had 
a grand view of the town. This room 
has been titted up for the express use of 
the ladies of Hope Lodge, 13), Daughters 
of Rebekah. The carpet is a brussels of 
lively pattern; the furniture is of cherry 
and highly polished, consisting of chairs, 
sofas and divan, the latter being up 
holstered in plush, no two being of the 
same color. Lhe centre table is of cherry 
and ottoman to match the carpet. The 
open fireplace is a neat affair, and the 
}anudirons and guards are of brass. At 
Windows are hung shades of gold color, 
fand Madras draperies, while those at the 
transoms are of wine shade. ‘lwo bright 
rugs protect the carpet, and the 
fireplace is plate glass mirror, The walls 
of this room are tinted a robin’s egg blue, 
and the gas fixtures of polished brass 
are of beautiful design.

He 
was taken before Judge Prendergast, was 
declared to be insane, and given a sen- 
tence of three months in the Washing- 
tonian home. Aftera fortnight’s stay at 
the home Dr. Bradley went to Canada, 
his old home, where he gave himself up 
entirely to the demands of the drug, the 
| fascinations of which completely en- 
thralled him, Practice and home were 
| gone, and he gave free rein to his vice. 
He returned to Chicago and was sent to 
| the insane asylum, where a complete cure 
was effected, and he resumed his practice, 
| only to find himself deserted by his 
| clients and his reputation impaired. 

Consolation for the reverses came with 
cocaine, to which he again became a 
victim, and there were months when he 
absolutely lived in the state of mind it 
produced, securing it by hook or crook 
until his last possession was gone and his 
family beggared. 

The physician went to the gutter, and 
a year ago was begging for cocaine at 
| drug stores or securing it by fictitious 
orders on druggists. Then he disap- 
peared. He was occasionally heard from 
in Canada and the east until last fall, 
when the papers recorded his arrest in 
New York city for endeavoring to obtain 
a supply of cocaine by representing him- 
self as a messenger sent from one phy- 
sician to another, In the police court 
the gaunt, emaciated, ragged man told 
his story of want and woe, and the 
causes which brought them about. At 
that time he was using sixty grains of 
cocaine a day. He was sent to Bellevue 
hospital to die. There be was found by 
the manager of the Christian home, 
where he was nursed back to mental and 
physical vigor, 

Dr. Bradley was reluctant to dwell on 
the episodes thus briefly given, but con- 
versed freely on other circumstances of 
his life. 

‘Until 1885 there was nothing to dim 
my prospects,"’ said Dr. Bradley, ‘It 
was in that year that cocaine was first 
brought to notice through a German 
physician, but it was only known as « 
practical anwsthetic in operation by 
oculists. There was no method known 
for using it for other purposes. I was 
the first man to discover that it could be 
otherwise used—in fact, to take the place 
of ether or chloroform, That discovery, 
80 important to the world, was most un- 
fortunate for me. When I announced 
| my discovery physicians laughed and de 
clared I was crazy. I wrote a letter to 
Mayor Harrison asking him to appoint 
medical commission to inquire into the 
value of my discovery, which was the 
administration of cocaine hypodermic- 
ally. I first utilized my discovery by 
testing itona cat. I dissected a leg of 
a cat, exposing tissues and muscles, and 
kept the animal on my desk for hours 
watching the circulation. There was n> 
pain, the drug exercising a soothing 
effect. 

“Next I began experimenting on my- 
self. I found that the anaesthetic influ- 
ence of cocaine limited. I experi- 
mented on myself again and again to see 
just how far this limit extended, and 
learned just where, when and how to 
give injections. Physicians then  be- 
lieved that the effects of the drug were 
similar to those of morphine. To dis- 
| prove this I tried actual cautery by ap- 

plying tomy body red hot irons, but I 
felt no pain, and there was not the 
| slightest sensation as the flesh withered 
}under the heated irons. For three 
months every day for a half hour I ex- 
perimented with the drug, and often 
passed several hours of the nightin its 
study before a mirror, watching its ef- 
fect on myself. But I never realized 
that it was obtaining a mastery over me. 
Its fascinating powers were unknown to 
the profession. I was thunderstruck when 
I found that the drug was absolutely 
necessary to my mind and body. I be- 
lieve I could have conquered the habit 
then were it not for a misunderstanding 
with the man from whom I rented my 
home. He wanted his house, and when 
I refused to vacate it my weakness was 
made a point by which I was dragged 
into an insane court. Persecution and 
| publicity drove me to desperate extremes, 
| At the Washingtonian home no one 
knew how to treat my disease. Every- 
body knows the rest—how I went to the 
gutter and lost everything.”’ 

“With all your experience with co- 
caine, how do you now regard it?” 
the reporter. 

“IT think it isa grand drug, with re- 
| markable properties, and destined to take 

the place of ether and chloroform. It can 
} be used without danger of. death. It 

produces no nausea or prostration. It is

| certain diseases of the spine, for paralysis, 
for tetanus, hydrophobia and other con-

“What are the effects of the drug?” 

“‘To begin with, it is like the effects of 
any stimulant at certain stages, but it is 
not stupefying, as is opium, The person 
taking it has a feeling that everything is 
lovely and serene, of perfect content 
ment and universal satisfaction. All 
things seem perfect, There are none of 
| the frightful illusions which ceme from 
liquor or other stimulants, Excessive 
quantities, though, cause great irritabil 
ity. The duration of the effect is about 
two hours, and is succeeded by a feeling 
of depression and exhaustion. But there 
is none of the disturbance of the mind or 
nervous system that follows drunken- 
ness, The victim loses all strength after 
each indulgence, and there lies the chief 
danger in using cocaine. It weakens the 
action of the heart, making sudden strains 
or excitements dangerous, as ex- 
emplified in the sudden death of a physi- 
cian, who engaged in a quarrel with a 
barber last year and fell dead during the 
| quarrel, He used cocaine. The effects 
| of the habit are degrading. It will deaden 
a man's pereeption of right, just the 
same as whisky, and pull a victim down 
to the lowest depths of low cunnirg and 
viciousness, ’’—-Chicago News,

People Sneceptible to Hypnotism, 

Persons of a nervous constitution, and 
in particular those to hysteria, 
are most apt to fall inte artificial sleep 
There is then produced in them a pecu 
liar neurosis, hypnotism, having psychi 
cal and physical characters of its own—a 
genuine disease presenting a diversity of 
symptoms, Hence hypnotic phenomena 
not to be called forth rashly nor 

without the precautions suggested by 
| medical science, Women are specially 
| Fuseeptible to hypnotic manipulation, par 
ticularly during the period between the 
18th and the 80th year, when the ner 

vous system is in full activity. Young 
| men may be hypnotized, but it is very 
difficult to produce hypnotic sleep in old 
men or in children, Persons who in early 
life are subject to natural somnambulism 
jor sleep walking are later in life good 
hypnotic subjects, just as they are 
likely to be victims of hysteria and other 
nervous complaints. 

Many are the processes employed for 
producing hypnosis. One that is very 
| frequently used consists in fixing the gaze 
upon some bright object placed a little 

ubove the eyes and in front of the median 
| line of the forehead, so that visual fatigue 
jimay ensue quickly, the eyeballs 
directed upward and inward, This pro 
or others of a like kind, may be erm- 
| ployed in the case of persons who have 
| never before been hypnotized. But after 
awhile, when the subject has, so to speak, 
been educated, various more expeditious 
methods may be employed. Thus a jet 
}of electric light or a violent blow struck 
on a gong near the ear of the subject will 
quickly induce sleep. Again, in hypno- 
| tizable persons, the surface of the body 
often presents special points, ‘‘hypnogenic 
| zones," as they are called, analagous to 
the “hysterogenic zones.’’ Simple pres- 
}sure upon these produces hypnosis. 

Even in the case of the most susceptible 
individuals rarely does sleep appear when 
they, for the first time, undergo the hyp- 
| notizing manipulations, however skilled 
| the operator may be. There is needed a 
complete surrender of one’s will and ab- 
sence of all mental preoccupation, and 
on the part of the company p 
| lute silence. In most exhibitions 
|of hypnotization develop, at first, only 
vague phenomena not easily classified, 
foreshadowing, 60 to epeak, what will 
| follow later.—North American Review.

| yet the 1887 sample was sold at $10 less 
a barrel than the other. In other words, 
|the whisky makers can now furnish a 
three months’ article equal in every re 
spect to that which is three years old. 
| By this process they save the three 
years’ storage, interest and evaporation 
| The purchaser generally gets the benefit 
of this. The new process consists briefly 
of rocking the barrels day and night on 
| patented **cradles,’’ Charred barrels are 
used, as is customary—that is to say, the 
| barrel is burned out before the whisky is 
put in, thus converting the inner surface 
into chareoal The constant motion for 
three sipates the fusel oil aud 
imparts the rich color which new whisky 
has hitherto never had legitimately, -

The Waltham papers are warmly adyo- 
eating his nonination and some of the 
Boston Republican ones are speaking 
good words to the same effect 
Herald said last Tuesday that there were 
no serious obstacles in the way of his 
nomination, and the Washington corre- 
spondent of the same journal had a de- 
spatch in it on the same day saying that 
General Banks had signified his willing- 
ness to accept a seat in Congress from 
the Sth District Republicans if tendered 
to him. 

There are other aspirants in the field 
for Mr. Hayden’s seat and others still 
who wouldn't mind making some sacrifice 
in behalf of the public good as a member 
of Congress, and on the whole it is quite 
safe to predict something of a squabble 
before the matter is settled. Mr. Tower 
of Lexington, an able man, wants it, so 
does Judge Wells of Cambridge, and 
Senator Glinos of Somerville, but if Gen- 
eral Banks will say he would like to have 
the nomination anyone’s else chance for 
it would be slim. 

General Banks is immensely popular 
with everybody and is greatly esteemed. 
He has filled many honorable and re- 
sponsible public positions in his lifetime 
and always with eredit to himself and 
those who bestowed the places on him, 
and his friends cannot see why he might 
not adorn a seat in Congress as well 
now as he did a dozen or twenty years 
ago. 

If Lieut. Governor 
happen to yield to the 
his admirers and allow his name to be 
used for a candidate it is more than 
likely he could win the prize away from 
General Banks, but nobody seems to 
know for certain what his ideas and in- 
tentions about it are, and therefore just 
at present the wisest are not able to see 
clearly which way the cat is going to 
jump.

REJECTED, 

The rum party publicly avowed their 
purpose in last fall's campaign to electa 
rum Senate and thus prevent any legisla- 
tion unfriendly to their interests from 
being enacted this winter. Some of them 
subsequently boasted that the men they 
wanted had been elected. 

Looking over the record of the present 
State Senate there are grounds for the 
belief that the rum party carried the 
day. On the start and for some weeks 
after the Legislature got to running it 
was thought that the body was superior 
to its predecessor so far as temperance 
and good morals in legislation were con- 
cerned, but of late there have been rea- 
sons for reversing that judgment and de- 
ciding against them. 

Last Monday they voted to reject the 
bill providing that the fees paid for li- 
censes to sell rum should go into the 
State treasury instead of into the coffers 
of the town. It was not a measure of 
tremendous importauce anyway, but it 
was a step in the right direction and 
therefore ought to have become a law. 
But regardless of the wishes of three- 
fourths of the voters in the Common- 
wealth the bill was rejected by the wise- 
acres of the Senate over whose official 
conduct the rum interests of Boston have 
too much swa and temperance got a

Taxes, 


Ever since town meeting there has been 
considerable talk about the probable rate of 
taxation the coming year. The way the 
approprittions were cashed through at the 
adjourned meeting, and the fact that there is 
every appearance of being a large falling 
off in the valuation of personal property 
this year, due to the present depression in 
the leather trade, have led many citizens to 
believe that the taxes will be unusually high. 
With a view of ascertaining from official 
sources what the probabilities were in’ thie 
niitter, as near as they can be obtained at 
this early date, we made a call on the Town 
Treasurer and asked him to furnish a state- 
ment. In reply to inquiries, he said that 
the rate of taxation would depend on the 
aggregate of the appropriations when finally 
mide up and on the valuation of real and 
personal property on May 1. So far as they 
depend on the action of the citizens in town 
meeting the appropriations had been made; 
and, as compared with last year, they showed 
the following increase and decrense in the 
several departinents :—

When Attacked by Pneumonia. 

“What is the first symptom of pneu- 
monia?’’ was asked a Brooklyn physician 
the other day. 

**A severe chill,’’ was the reply. 

“What ought a man to do who is 
seized with such a chill?"’ 

‘He should get into a bath tub con- 
taining hot water—so hot that it wouid 
redden the skin—and stay there as long 
as he can.” 

“What is the philosophy of such treat 
ment?’ . 

**A severe chill, which always precedes 
pneumonia, indicates that the blood has 
gorged the lungs, liver or kidneys. Now, 
the first remedial step is to dissipate this 
blood. The hot bath does this. It draws 
the blood to the surface, and dissipate sit 


over a greater area, After having lain 
in the bath until relief is experienced, 
the patient should step out of it and wrap 
himself in a woolen blanket. Don’t stop 
to dry yourself with a towel, but wrap 
the warm wool around you and tumble 
into bed. 

‘The consensus of opinion among the 
leading physicians of the day is that 


pneumonia is an infectious disease. That 
is, the disease germ is in the air, and 
when the right physical condition is pre- 
sented the disease takes root and fructi 


popular idea that pneumonia 
is confined to cold weather is an errone 


ous one. There is no pneumonia in the 


Arctic regions, It is mainly due to the 
sudden changes in our temperature. By 
consulting the health reports of New 


York city it will be found that the high- 
est death rate occurs in December and 
February, but that there are a good many 
cases in August.—New York Sun.

AN ODD MICHIGAN VILLAGE 


A Thousend Little Fishing Huts on Ice, 
The Fisherman's Methods. 

“The oddest settlement, I guess, that 
ean be found anywhere in this country,” 
William Cotter, of East Saginaw, 
‘is Fish City, on Saginaw bay. When I 
say it is on Saginaw bay, I don’t mean 
that if is on the bay in the sense that 
Chicago is 6n Lake Michigan, or that 
Albany is on the Hudson river, but that 
it is, in winter time, literally on the bay, 
and extends for several miles out over its 
surface. Itisacity on the ice, 
quently is not founded on a rock, and 
naturally its existence ie not permanent. 
During the season just past there were 
1,000 houses in Fish City. 

“This queer town is not laid out with 
any idea of regularity, and it is not likely 
that the ordinary regulations for finding 
a given location in « city would avail 
there. The buildings in this interesting 
town are neither large nor imposing, as 
the biggest one among them is not more 


conse- 


than eight feet high or more than six 
feet square. They are built of common 
boards, and cover the frozen surface of 


the bay almostly as thickly as the bur- 
rows of a prairie dog village cover the 
prairie. They are the huts of men who 
do the winter fishing for pike, pickerel, 
lake trout and white fish, and as soon as 
the ice forms on the bay their construc- 
tion is begun. The fishermen live in 
their huts from the time they are built 
until the breaking up of the ice in the 
spring forces them to come ashore. The 
furniture of these huts consists of a 


| sheet iron cylinder stove a little overa 
foot high, witha hole in the top, a stool 
and a shelf eighteen inches wide, on 


which the fisherman sleeps. There isa 
floor in each hut, and in the floor a trap 
door twenty inches square, When this 
is raised a hole of the same size through 
At the side of this 
all day and a great 


the fisherman sits 


| part of the night watching for his game, 


which he captures in a novel manner. 
‘To decoy the fish to the hole in the 
ice he takes a herring, which he catches 
with a hook and line as he needs one, 
crams a piece of lead four inches long 
to make it sink, ties a 
long string to it by a slip noose ‘over its 
head, fastens the other end of the string 
to the ceiling of his hut and lowers the 
herring to the water. The decoy fish 
will live an amazing length of time, not- 
withstanding its stomach and throat are 
filled with lead, and the ballast makes its 
efforts at swimming so peculiar that the 
game fish are quickly attracted to the 


decoy. When the herring dies the fisher 
|} man manipulates the string with one 
| hand while te holds his spear in tho 


other. The water over which these huts 
are built is from ten to fifteen feet deep, 
but it is so clear that the bottom is easily

Like a flash the spear shoots down 
through the hole in the ice, and it rarely 
misses its mark. The skill with which 


these Saginaw bay fishermen throw their 


| spear is equaled only by the Indian spear 


throwers of the Sault Ste. Marie. The 
fish run in schools, and the favorite times 
for fishing are early in the morning and 
from nightfall until midnight. After 
dark a lamp with a strong reflector is 
used to light up the hole in the ice and 
the water beneath, and then the fishing 
is the liveliest and at its best. Some- 
times a fisherman's wife and two or 
three children occupy his hut with him 
all winter long, and seem to suffer no 
inconvenience from the cramped and not 
altogether cheerful quarters. From 
2,000,000 to 2,500,000 pounds of choice 
fish are taken in this way every season 
at Saginaw bay. 

“In the spring, when the ice begins to 
threaten a break up, the prudent inhabit- 
ants of this queer city no time in 
taking down their houses and seeking the 
shore with them. There are always a 
great many among them, however, who 
brave the inevitable break up until the

When the Republican National conven- 
tion in session at Chieago adjourned last 
Saturday over to Monday the prospect 
for an early choice of presidential stand- 
ard-bearer was anything but encouraging.

On the 8th ballot he re- 
ecived 549 votes which was over 100 more 
than necessary for a choice, and there- 
upon Benjamin Harrison of Indiana was 
duly declared the Republican candidate 
for President. 

Later Levi P. Morton of New York 
Was nominated for Vice-Pesident, thus 
completing a National ticket which for 
weight of personal character, ability, in- 
tegrity, statesmanship and capacity for 
securing votes has never been excelled 
by any which the Republican party has 
nominated and supported since its organ- 
mation.

AM AMERICAN WOMAN'S STORY 


Of What She Saw in Mexteo—Character- 
fatics of the People. 


| Tt is said of the Mexicana, as of the 
| Russians, that in repose a deep sadness is 
| expressed in their eyes. The Mexicans 


| are good character readers, and especi 
| : A 
| ally note the bearing of strangers. They 


| are very polite and hospitable, and very 
proud, The higher classes of society in 
Mexico are almost as exclusive as the 
court circles of Europe. <A middle class 
| is growing up in Mexico, Mexican salu- | 
| tations are exceedingly cordial. ‘Men 
| fall into each other's arms and remain 
thus for several minutes, patting each 
| other on the shoulder and indulging in 
| all sorts of endearing epithets.’’ Another 
salutation, even between friends of op- 
posite sex, is thus described: ‘In the 
quickest, most spirited manner, the arms 
of both parties are outstretched, 
they rush together for a second, 
their breasts barely touch, and while 
| the observer is watching for a kiss to 
follow this ardent salute, they separate 
and the abrazo is finished. The extreme 
| frankness accompanying it compels one | 
to admire the custom; for it means no 
more than hand shaking among the 
Americans.”’ If friends meet twenty 
times a day they must pause to shake 
hands. 

At the capital one day there was seen 
two splendid carriages, each oceupied by 


| 


one man. The carriages halted, both | 
men alighted, “removed hats, shook 
hands, embraced, talked for a few 


| moments, again embraced, shook hands, 
bowed, took off hats, and each entered 
his carriage and went his way.’’ The 
formal salutation between women is a 
tap of the right hand on the left shoulder, 
and then a generous shake of the hand. 
Women who are intimate friends not 
only tap the shoulder, but lay their 
cheeks softly together for an instant. 
A lady traveler commends this sort of 
feminine salutation, and evidently pre- 
fers it greatly to the American form of 
| greeting on the lips, 

The Mexican makes really as many 
gestures as a Frenchman, and has quite 
an extensive social sign language. Their 
blowing of kisses from the fingersis a 
graceful demonstration, A certain posi- 
tion of the thumb and forefinger signi- 
fies “stop a moment.’’ One arm held 
half upright, with the elbow in the other 
| hand, means ‘‘he is too stingy to pay his 
debts;’’ one hand rubbed across the fore- 
arm, ‘he plays on the credulity of his 
| friends;"’ the palm held outward, with 

thumb and forefinger forming a circle, 
“she is very rich,’ the fingers of one 
| hand closed, except the thumb and little 
finger, ‘he's a sharper.’’ Educated 
Mexican men are great skeptics in relig- 
ious matters—except when they are very 
sick. The people are temperate. Young 
girls are culled ‘“pullets;’ miarriageable 
men, ‘tyoung or old roosters,’’ and the 
street arabs who ogle ladies are known 
as “‘lizards.’’ Americans who have mar- 
ried Mexican women find it necessary to 


| live in Mexico, for their wives are very 
| unhappy elsewhere. Mexican children 
} are never struck, Corporal punisliment 
| in schools is prohibited by law.  Correc 
tion takes the form of persuasion and ap- 
| peal. The result is that in all classes a 
gentle courtesy and consideration for 
others prevail. 

Hoodlum children are unknown in 
| Mexico. A hoodlum child is one who 
has been cuffed and abused until he 
naturally (that is, according to the ex 


amples set him) begins to kick and pound 
others who are weaker than himself. The 
step from this to other deeds of violence 
is short. 

One cannot tell half of the graces and 
courtesies of the Mexican children, ‘In 
| the alameda, with kindly deference, they 
will always yield to elderly and infirm 
persons their own cozy and shady seats. 
On entering a sala, where there are few 
or many guests, exquisitely polite 
little gentlemen will go all around, shak 
ing hands with every one present. They

} never break into the conversation, but 
when addressed will modestly join it;

Life In the Deep Sea. 

The exploring vessels of our fish com- 
mission have discovered in the deep 
sea, in one single season, more forms of 
life than were found by the Challenger 
expedition in a three years’ cruise. 
Through their agency we have studied 
the geographical distribution of marine 
life; and in our marine laboratories ex- 
plorers have studied the life history of 
the most useful forms. 

The knowledge gained has enabled us 
to protect 
the young fish during the period of their 
infancy (when alone they are liable to 
wholesale destruction); finally to release 
them in the ocean, in those waters that 
are most suitable to their growth, The 
fecundity of fish is so great, and the pro- 
tection afforded them during the critical 
period of their life so ample, that it may 
now be possible to feed the world from 
the ocean, and set the laws of Malthus at 
defiance. Our geographers of the sea 
have shown that an acre of water may 
be made to produce more food for the 
support of nan than ten acres of arable 
land, They have thrown open to culti 
vation a territory of the earth constitut- 
three-quarters of the entire surface 
of the globe.—Gardiner G. Uubbard, 
president National Geographic society.
